On  tlie  mil  of  June.  liiT.'i  .Nrarquelle 
and  .loliet,  witli  llieir  servanls  and 
guides  floated  our  of  the  inoulli  of  liie 
Wisconsin,  upon  t lie  placid  Iki.soiu  of 
the  majestic  .Missis.sipjii  river,  of 
which  they  liad  lieard  mucli  from  ilie 
Indians  amoiii,'-  wliom  tliey  had  lalior- 
ed  for  many  years.  Their  olijecl  was 
exploration  and  discovery. 

They  were  the  first  white  men  that 
ever  saw,  or  iiavig-ated  the  upper  Miss- 
issipi.ti,  from  the  place  where  they  en- 
tered, to  the  mouth  of  the  Ohio. 

The  latter  pai-f  of  .Inne  or  first  part 
of  July  they  passed  alony^that  portion 
of  the  Mississijjpi  river  where  Piasa 
Chautauqua  .V.s.sembly  is  now  located. 
In  his  report  of  tliis expedition,  to  the 
French  Government,  Marquette  ^ives 
a  description  of  these  bluffs,  and  the 
famed  pictures  of  the  "Piasa  Bird"  as 
follows; 

"As  we  coasted  alon;.;-  the  rocks, 
friyhlful  for  their  hei.urhth  and  vast- 
ness.  we  saw  u])oii  one  of  them  two 
huge  monsters  painted  upon  it.  that 
we  were  alarmed  at  first  sight,  and  up- 
on which  the  most  courageous  sava- 
ges dare  not  for  a  long  time  fasten 
their  eyes. 

They  are  as 'large  as  a  calf,  have 
horns  upon  the  head  like  a  deer,  a 
frightful  look,  red  eyes,  a  beard  like 
a  tiger,  a  face  sometJiing  like  a  man's. 
a  body  coveied  witli  scales,  the  tail  so 
long  that  it  made  the  circuit  of  the 
body,  passing  over  the  head  and  re- 
turning between  the  legs,  terminating 
in  a  tail  like  that  of  a  fish.      The  col-
